Sheriff Hubert Nevins for his 
tireless assistance in the search 
and his skills in following 
tracks which were always a 
day and a half old. 

Members of the rescue party 
agreed that young Goodwin’s 
cool head and unusual under¬ 
standing of mountainous ter¬ 
rain saved him from serious 
injury or death in the "ex¬ 
tremely rugged country.”

One of the 
most costly fires that we ex¬ 
perienced during the year was 
a dwelling set fire by a small 
boy playing with matches in 
a clothes closet. Good fortune 
saved the life of his little 
brother who slept in an ad¬ 
joining room. 

During a fire drill last Fri¬ 
day evening, a hose coupling 
broke near the pumps while 
Marvin Thomas worked there. 
It was first thought that he 
was seriously injured, and aft¬ 
er a doctor had been called by 
radio police car, he jumped to 
his feet unhurt other than a 
bruise and a shortness of wind. 

Marvin finished the drill and 
after a change to dry clothes, 
attended the regular meeting. 
His brother Bob Thomas and 
Harold Spears were also near 
the break and received a show¬ 
er of water that called for a 
change of clothing. Accidents 
such as these rarely occur, yet 
they could be* serious. We’re 
all glad to know that “Mo” 
was not hurt.

One tree, 6000 avocadoes. 

This amazing record was anounced last week by Col 
D. Thurber, 470 Manzanita. 

The Sierra Madre officer was not certain just how much 
of a record yield his tree was establishing until last week, when 
the United Avocado Growers 
Assoc i a t i o n purchased 5715 
avocados from that one tree. 

Colonel Thurber estimates 
that an additional 275 to 300 
avocados were consumed or 
stored by his family and 
friends. 

Avocado raising became a 
hobby of Colonel Thurber ap¬ 
proximately two years ago, 
when his yard became littered 
with the fruit from a tree he 
previously had considered good 
only for “shade” purposes. 

Research revealed that the 
“shade tree” is 45 years old 
and is the only avocado tree 
of its type. 

In state fruit circles, the tree 
is identified as "Thurber Reg¬ 
istered Root Stock No. 1,” and 
it is the only registered root 
stocL in the annals of the Cali¬ 
fornia Avocado Society. 

Colonel Thurber said that the 
tree has a germination rate of 
97 per cent—normal avocado 
trees only averaging 60 per¬ 
cent.. .

Lew placed his clothing on a 
log and pushed it along in 
front of him. By keeping his 
clothes dry, examining doctors 
agreed that Goodwin prevented 
suffering from exopsure. 

Early Monday, Lew said he 
discarded his rifle because of 
its heaviness. Ironically, he 
spotted a three-point buck sev¬ 
eral hours later. 

Smiling wryly, Goodwin said: 

"I didn’t think I could kill 
it with my pistol, so I didn’t 
even bother it.” 

He had 12 matches when he 
started out Sunday, and still 
had six left when he came 
back to civilization Thursday. 
Each of the five nights, Lew 
lit a fire to keep warm and, 
on Thursday night, it was his 
fire that gave rescuers their 
first glimpse of the lost boy. 

Two forest rangers spotted 
the fire late Thursday night. 
Although the estimated dis¬ 
tance was only 200 yards, the 
terrain was so rugged they de¬ 
cided to wait until morning 
before attempting to reach 
him. 

(Goodwin had wisely elected 
not to do any traveling during 
the five dreary and cold nights 
when he was lost. He explain¬ 
ed—and rangers praised him 
for his judgment—t hat the 
shadows and boulders were too 
deceiving at night for safe hik¬ 
ing.) 

Early Thursday morning, the 
hunters and the hunted were 
reunited, and Goodwin was 
able to walk out of the dan¬ 
ger area unassisted. 

Although not having any 
food for five days,' he said he 
was not aware of hunger until 
he first smelled the cooking 
food back at camp. Contrary 
to reports published in several 
newspapers, Lew did not have 
any candy bars with him. 

According to Mrs. Goodwin, 
who flew to the scene Thurs¬ 
day morning, rescuers were 
planning to carry on the search 
in a blimp if the boy had not 
been rescued by Friday night.

SECTION 1. That Section 14 
of Ordinance No. 469 of said 
City of Sierra Madre, entitled, 
“An Ordinance of the City of 
Sierra Madre establishing in 
said City rules, regulations and 
standards for the subdivision 
of land and for the preparation 
and presentation of subdivis¬ 
ion maps, and providing pen¬ 
alties for the violation there¬ 
of’’, adopted January 27, 1948, 
be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows:

joyment from his venison. 

Observance of these rules, 
Hoey said, will result in deer 
meat reaching the freezing 
plant or home unit in good 
condition, on which the quality 
of the meat depends. 

1. Most important, the writer 
states, is to try for a neck shot 
in the kill. Poorly placed shots 
mess up the carcass and spoil 
otherwise good meat adjacent 
to the wound. 

2. The dead animal should 
be bled and cleaned immedia¬ 
tely at the scene of the kill. 

3. Cool thoroughly. Hang the 
meat overnight in a cool, 
breezy place. Spread the deer’s 
ribs with a stout stick to al¬ 
low air to circulate inside the 


4. To protect meat from pos¬ 
sible contamination, leave the 
animal’s hide on the body. 

5. Wrap the carcass thor¬ 
oughly. This keeps the meat 
cool and prevents flies, dirt, 
and other contaminators from 
reaching meat. 

6. While traveling, keep meat 
away from direct heat. Carcass 
should not, therefore, be lash¬ 
ed onto the front fenders and 
hood of the automobile. 

7. At destination, take kill 
directly to the locker plant or 
place it into a home deep 
freeze unit. 

8. Learn to cook venison 
properly so that the maximum 
flavor is derived from the 
meat. 

9. Where the deer hide is to 
be utilized for personal use, as 
permitted by law, salt the hide 
and spread out flat in the 
shade to dry. Do not roll the 
skin, this being injurious to 
the hide when tanning.
